Their 
recommendations were sev¬ 
enfold: 1) Continue to allow 
the use of gas powered leaf 
blowers. 2) Stay within the 
above mentioned hours of 
operation. 3) Debris should 
not be blown beyond the 
property line. 4) Full blower 
nozzle extensions must be 
used. 5) Debris must be dis¬ 
posed of in trash receptacles. 
6) Leaf blowers must be in 
proper working order, and 
must have all manufacturers’ 
noise and dust control equip¬ 
ment. 7) Maximum 70 deci¬ 
bels for leaf blowers, with the 
reading taken at ten feet from 
the leaf blower. Those rec¬ 
ommendations were incorpo¬ 
rated into a draft ordinance, 
along with a staff recommen¬ 
dation to limit use to 30 min¬ 
utes per parcel within a 24 
hour time period.'

At Tuesday’s City Coun¬ 
cil meeting, leaf blowers 
were the main topic of dis¬ 
cussion. The leaf blower is¬ 
sue was a revisitation from 
January, when, after issues 
were raised at a public hear¬ 
ing, the Council had referred 
a proposed ordinance to the 
Tree Preservation Commis¬ 
sion for further study and 
recommendation. 

The Tree Preservation 
Commission completed its 
review of the proposed re¬ 
strictions on the use of leaf 
blowers in Sierra Madre. 
The Commission also ad¬ 
dressed the issues referred 
by the City Council, includ¬ 
ing economic impacts on 
Sierra Madre residents, tree 
service operators, landscap¬ 
ers and gardeners employed 
within our City as a result of 
restrictions on the use of leaf 
blowers. 

The Commission came to 
several conclusions. They 
determined, first, that elec¬ 
tric powered leaf blowers 
are not a solution, due 
mainly to limited access to 
outdoor electrical outlets. 
They also determined that 
the approximate decibel 
level on a busy street in a 
given hour is between 50 
and 60dba, which is roughly 
consistent with standard leaf 
blowers, which should oper¬ 
ate at around 60 dba. 

The use of governors 
(throttle restrictions)on leaf 
blowers can have a reduced 
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Some people don’t want to 
contact authorities in case 
their fears prove unwarranted 
and the customer tendering 
the bill takes offense. “Don’t 
worry about what people 
say,” he advised. The police 
will handle disgruntled egos 
and explain the situation. 
‘That’s what we’re here for.” 

Bank of America media 
spokesperson Richard Beebe 
explained that the bank has 
previously been involved 
with community group orga¬ 
nizing efforts that involved 
one-time giveaways of the 
special yellow marking pens, 
“But they’re not a standard 
bank item” for customers. 
However, at press time 
Lutzow said arrangements 
had been made for Bank of 
America to donate such pens 
to local merchants. 


It has become increas¬ 
ingly difficult to identify 
counterfeit currency because 
of sophisticated technology. 
“These are being made by 
modern laser copiers, with 
special paper,” Cordischi ex¬ 
plained. “It’s not like the old 
days, when they used metal 
plates and several processes 
to make the bill.” 

The easiest way to tell 
whether a bill is counterfeit, 
Cordischi said, is to write on 
it with a special yellow 
marker, obtainable from a 
bank. If the yellow mark 
turns color, the bill is counter¬ 
feit. Or, ask local police offi¬ 
cials to verify the bill’s au¬ 
thenticity. 

“If it looks suspicious, call 
911—don’t hesitate!” 

Cordischi urged. “If you have 
a suspicion, you have a right 
to check the people out.” 


At least two Sierra Madre 
businesses were offered 
counterfeit currency last 
week. 

According to Detective 
John Cordischi of the Sierra 
Madre Police Department, 
counterfeit hundred dollar 
bills were tendered at about 
the same time at Happy’s 
Wine & Spirits and the Spin¬ 
ning Wheel. Happy’s refused 
the bill, but both businesses 
immediately reported to the 
SMPD. Cordischi stated that 
the bills were passed by two 
Hispanic males, one medium 
height, one short, both casu¬ 
ally but neatly dressed. 

Counterfeit hundred dol¬ 
lar bills are appearing at vari¬ 
ous business establishments 
in the Sierra Madre-Arcadia- 
Monrovia area, Cordischi 
said. Only two incidents have 
been reported thus far in Si¬ 
erra Madre, but another was 
reported at Sav-On in 
Arcadia on Sunday. 

Paler ink can betray a 
counterfeit bill, and some¬ 
times the paper is of different 
quality. Grant Bethel at 
Happy’s said they look for 
the piece of plastic in hundred 
dollar bills that identifies 
them as the real thing. 

Sgt. Larry Lutzow of the 
SMPD commented, “If 
you’re looking at the face of 
the bill—from the front left 
edge, about a quarter of the 
way in—if you hold it up to 
the light, you can see a blank 
strip running across the bill, 
and on the strip it says ‘100 
US.' But you have to hold it 
up to the light and look 
through it.” This plastic strip 
is found in genuine hundred 
and twenty dollar bills.

When educators believe they are dealing with free-think¬ 
ing beings, they look for different solutions They minimize 
terms such as “learning disabled or Attention Deficit Dis¬ 
order”. 

They don’t quickly assume that there is a chemical imbal¬ 
ance or a mental disability, but look for the most obvious and 
simple reason the student is having difficulty. They believe 
that children are not necessarily disabled, or stupid, or geneti¬ 
cally inferior when they are having a problem learning, but 
rather have hit a barrier to learning that can be overcome with 
the right approach. 

The most common and vital barrier is that both educa¬ 
tors and students were, and are, never taught the true basics 
of how to study and learn. It is that simple. 

We can greatly reduce the numbers of children considered 
“learning disabled'' by helping our teachers and students to 
understand the true fundamentals of how to study and learn, 
something that has not been done in our public education 
system. 

To strengthen public education requires the “retooling” of 
our educators who have bought the “man is an animal” theory, 
and have no true expectation that they can really help chil¬ 
dren who have run into barriers to learning, but instead refer 
to them as “learning disabled” or “Attention Deficit Hyper¬ 
active Disordered” or “not living up to their potential” chil¬ 
dren—and who do not truly believe they can help them rise 
to the level of events to make their dreams come true.

very, very slowly. Don’t turn 
around to walk or run away. 

Goddard commented, 
“They’re smart. They know 
there’s easy food with back 
yards and pel food. They 
have great noses, and they’re 
very opportunistic animals.” 

She said fruit tfees are also at¬ 
tractive to bears. “Make sure 
that trash cans are not only 
covered but behind closed 
garage doors. And cover your |y 
fish ponds—koi make great 
lunch for bears.” She further 
suggested emptying kiddie 
pools and turning them over: 
“Bears like to get wet." 

Authorities emphatically 
do not want a reenactment of 
last year’s tragedy in Azusa 
(when a bear was shot and 
killed by police), or of the 
more whimsical incident in 
Monrovia (when a young 
bear made himself at home in 
a back yard hot tub). Simple, 
common sense precautions 
will prevent most dangerous 
situations. “Don’t panic,” 
Goddard advised. “He’s just 
cruising, not attacking or 
damaging. He’s not a raving 
menace.” 

Surgent summed it up 
even more plainly: “We live 
in bear territory.”

to contain a bear during that 
waiting period. Knowing 
where to then relocate the 
animal also poses problems, 
as bears fight over strictly 
defined territory (not unlike 
humans). She said it is un¬ 
clear why the bear is sud¬ 
denly coming down from the 
hills. Heat, hunger, and/or 
thirst could be the cause. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Joe Surgent stressed that the 
bear is not dangerous, but that 
residents must not leave out 
food or the bear will make 
foraging in back yards a regu¬ 
lar habit. 

What to do if you sud¬ 
denly find the bear in your 
yard? Da not approach the 
hear. Stay inside your hou.se 
or car and immediately call 
the police or the Humane So¬ 
ciety. Always be sure that the 
bear has a clear, open avenue 
of escape. Watch your chil¬ 
dren. If possible, turn on a 
light in the yard. 

If you round a comer and 
suddenly encounter the bear, 
don ’/ panic. Bears can be 
physically intimidating, but 
try not to run or make any 
sudden moves. They are not 
vicious animals. 'They only 
attack when cornered, or if a 
mother with her cubs is ap¬ 
proached, or if they’re ap¬ 
proached while feeding,” 
Goddard explained. She said 
loud noises frighten them, so 
if you should somehow find 
yourself near a bear, make 
loud noises and back away 


Both the Sierra Madre 
Police Department and the 
Pasadena Humane Society 
have reported at least five or 
six bear sightings in Sierra 
Madre over the past ten days. 
Residents are advised that 
the bear is not dangerousos 
long as he or she is not cor¬ 
nered. 

Humane Society spokes¬ 
person Alicia Goddard con¬ 
firmed the sightings. She said 
the bear is a California black 
bear, but brown in actual 
color. Humane Society offic¬ 
ers believe the sightings are 
all of the same bear. This is an 
adult bear, not a juvenile, and 
about 400 pounds in weight, 
Goddard said. She added, 
“Now bears are thinner be¬ 
cause they are recently out of 
hibernation.” 

Sierra Madre Police indi¬ 
cate that the bear has been 
spotted in yards on North 
Auburn in the early morning 
hours, but Humane Society 
field representatives have 
also seen the animal at night. 
“Bears are nocturnal ani¬ 
mals,” Goddard said. “We’re 
keeping an eye out. and will 
try to chase the bear back up 
into the hills.” Why not just 
shoot the bear with a tranquil- 
izing gun? “It’s hard to down 
a bear,” she explained, “be¬ 
cause of their layers of fat.” 
Further, it takes 20 to 30 min¬ 
utes for a tranquilizer to 
work, and it is very difficult

Additional vaccines avail¬ 
able for the protection of dogs 
against other diseases are a 
six-in-one (DHLPP), 
Coronavirus, Bordetella, and 
Parvovirus. A four-in-one 
for cat protection is also 
available. All dogs must be 
on a leash, and cats presented 
in pet carriers. 

All dogs four months of 
age and older are required to 
be vaccinated against rabies 
by state, county, and city or¬ 
dinances. Protection against 
other diseases is not required 
by law; however, it is recom¬ 
mended by veterinarians for 
the well being of the pets. 

Rabies inoculations pro¬ 
vide protection lor one year 
for dogs and cats age four 
months to 11 months and for 
three years for dogs 12 
months and older. The other 
inoculations may be given at 
eight weeks and older pro¬ 
vide for one year. 

The cost of the rabies in¬ 
oculation is $4, the six-in-one 
and four-in-one are $11, and 
the Coronavirus, Parvovirus, 
and Bordetella are $5 each. 

Veterinarians of the asso¬ 
ciation voluntarily staff the 
clinics as a public health ser¬ 
vice.

versation must escalate to a 
yell. Obviously, the noise 
levels reported are not accu¬ 
rate - the blower drowns the 
street noise. It is probably 
nearer, at 10 feet to the 120 
dB level of an aircraft carrier 
deck during flight operations. 
And the blowers operate at 
much less than 10 feet from 
residences, street noise is no 
standard for residential com¬ 
fort. 

Even now the grit in my 
keyboard from yesterday’s 
blowdown/up must be 
cleared. The blowers do not 
remove dirt, dust and debris, 
they redistribute it, and add a 
whole new dimension of air 
pollution in the process.

The Pasadena Boys Choir, one of the oldest youth orga¬ 
nizations in the San Gabriel Valley, has announced that it will 
conduct a summer beginner’s class for boys ages 9 to 12.

Most boys who enter the program become challenged by 
the high standards of the Choir, and discover that their actual 
level of achievement and ability is much greater than they had 
imagined. It is no coincidence that a major portion of the 
Choir’s members are high achievers who excel academically. 

Boys who enter the summer beginner’s program will be 
eligible for performances and appearances which will begin 
in the Fall. Plans are also underway for the next concert tour, 
which will probably occur in the Spring.

Hutchinson, Kansas - It’s hard to believe that the Three Ms. 
(Mark, Megan, and Marvin the intrepid traveling dog) have 
been on the road 450 days! Yes. it’s been more than a year 
since we departed Southern California after our home and 
business burned in the Altadena firestorm. It’s been an ad¬ 
venture. The Phoenix One, our unusual four-wheel drive 
motor home has served us admirably and taken up places we’d 
formerly only dreamed of visiting. 

After a visit in May to family and friends in Sierra Madre 
and Pasadena, we headed north and east. June turned out to 
be a wonderful time to visit California’s gold country. We 
especially enjoyed the lovely hamlet of Nevada City, where 
merchants and homeowners have carefully preserved and re¬ 
stored the vintage buildings. A drive through the Sierras is 
always a treat, and this year it was even more spectacular 
because the rivers are all running at record high levels. 

After a night at Lake Tahoe, we headed for Virginia City, 
Nevada. This still-gritty mining town offers remarkable views 
and amazing weather - we enjoyed gale-force wind, rain, 
snow and sunshine in a two-day span. A beautifully restored 
steam train takes visitors on an excursion to Gold Hill, an¬ 
other old-but-still-active mining town. The only campground 
in town is spectacularly located on top of an old silver mine 
and has a view over the historic cemetery. Virginia City is 
the perfect venue for getting a feel for the wild old West. 

From Virginia City, we took "the loneliest road in 
Amenca*’ Highway 5oI across Nevada.

Vehicle thefts in California declined by five percent in 
1994 to 300.000 with an approximate total value of SI.5 
billion, according lo the Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fomia me m ber magazine. Avermea, in its July/August issue. 

"More sophisticaied anti-theft devices and strong law en¬ 
forcement have reduced the number of ca s u a l joy-riders, 
wtech has reduced the overall number of vehicles stolen in 
California.** said Connie Sielzer, manager of the Auto Club's 
Arcadia office. 

Stolen parts are becoming easier lo trace through coop¬ 
erative task forces comprised of vehkie manufacturers, law 
enforcemeais. the Auto Gub and insmnee companies. Ve¬ 
hicle pats increasingly are mariced with the Vehicie Identi¬ 
fication Number (VIN). Task force participants share VIN 
mformatioa on reported stolen vehicles, whiefa helps to more 
closely monitor parts and break up vehicie theft gangs. 

"However, vehicle theft is still big busmess,** Steiczer 
arfctwf Today's car thieves ate professkmab who steal cars 
for pans, resell as a "salvaged” vehicie or export them to for¬ 
eign black markets. "Hot" American cars are popular in other 
countries. Four wheel-drive vehicles are in demand in South 
America and luxury cars are desirable in Giina. Russia and 
the Middle East. 

"Gioppiag up" a car for parts can be lucrative. On aver¬ 
age. a vehicle may double in value when it is dismantled and 
sold for parts ille^ly. Research indkaies the cars most likely 
to be stolen are two to three ycais old—aboin the time when 
the need for replacement parts increases. New. or redesigned 
vehicle models are not as likely to be stolen, because the ve¬ 
hicles are not yet in demand for pans. 

Thieves also sell previously stolen vehicles **legitimaiely" 
by switching the VIN number of a stolen vehicle with an 
identical one purchased as salvage, known as the "salvage 
switch." Thieves buy salvage—a wrecked vehicle—that has 
the original VIN. Then the person steals a modellhai matches 
the salvage and switches the VIN numbers. The stoleo ve¬ 
hicle is s^ to an unsuspecting buyer. 

The Auto Club works with law enforcement agencies to 
reduce vehicle theft with community anti-theft programs 
called Cornbat Auto Theft (CAT). More than 100 Southern 
California communities participate in Auto Club sponsored 
CAT programs. Participants sign a consent form giving po¬ 
lice officers permissioo to stop vehicles with this decal dur¬ 
ing the hours of 1 a.m. and 5 a.nL, which crime patterns show 

tte the busiest hours for auto thieves.

Rescues. We see them pictured in the news: the child 
being carried from the blazing home, the man bobbing in the 
ocean as he reaches for the rope. Rescued people see clearly 
what could have been. They feel the cold breath of death or 
disaster down their necks. And then, suddenly, the danger 
is gone: they’re rescued. 

Jesus’ church grew under the guidance of two very hu¬ 
man beings who knew they had been rescued in many ways. 
Peter could point to his liberation from jail (Acts), an event 
so mind-blowing that, as the gates swung open, he thought 
he was dreaming. Paul, too, could speak of rescue: from 
prison, shipwreck and the danger of false friends. 

But both apostles were rescued in deeper, less obvious 
ways. Peter was delivered from a reckless self-confidence: 
“Even if everyone else deserts you. Lord, I never will!” He 
was a slow learner, but eventually Peter discovered the Jesus 
knew his weaknesses and still wanted him to be a rock of His 
community. 

Paul needed to be rescued from his anxious glancing at 
the Law to see how close he was to God. Paul came to real¬ 
ize that he would never quite measure up, that he would never 
be able to stand back and admire his moral perfection. In 
Jesus, Paul found the God who was interested in his fighting 
the good fight and staying in the race until the end-a rescue 
he would prize above all others. 

Perhaps we’ve met people who have been rescued from 
addiction to drugs or alcohol. There are other rescues pos¬ 
sible, less dramatic but still important. How many men and 
women are chained by a resentment or hurt that can’t seem 
to escape? How many are blind by a fear which prevents their 
expressing love or speaking out in the face of dishonest busi¬ 
ness practices? How many still see their faith as a kind of 
legal trap into which they’ve stepped rather than a hand ex¬ 
tended to lead them to their Father? 

Rescues of all kinds, amazing or quiet, still go on in the 
lives of those who hold the faith handed down by Peter and 
Paul. It is our faith that Jesus, either directly or through His 
brothers and sisters, enjoys rescuing us-slowly of just in the 
nick of time.

New Heart 
Failure Therapy 
Tested

The most comprehensive study of an investigational heart 
failure therapy has begun at 175 medical centers across the 
country. The purpose of the study, called VEST, is to deter¬ 
mine the safety and effectiveness of vesnarinone in prolong¬ 
ing survival and improving the quality of life of patients with 
moderate to severe heart failure. An effort will be made to have 
women represent 30 percent of the bial participants, which 
would be considered a landmark for a national study of heart 
failure. 

The VEST trial is being directed by Jay N. Cohn, M.D., 
Professor of Medicine and Head, Cardiovascular Division, of 
the University of Minnesota, Minneapolis. 

According to the American Heart Association, heart fail¬ 
ure affects one to two percent of American adults, or two to 
three million people. 

The drugs currently used to treat heart failure include di¬ 
uretics to relieve the body of excessive fluid, digoxin to 
strengthen the heart-t-s contractions and converting enzyme 
inhibitors that relax blood vessels. Vesnarinone, a novel new 
investigational agent with multiple mechanisms of action, has 
in a previous study shown a favorable effect when added to 
treatment with these drugs.
